In passing orders on the report of the result of the Native Civil Service 
Examination held in 187%, Sir Michard ‘Lemple directed vhat in future the 
standard of proficiency to bo exacted at the next exutination should be consi- 
derably raisod, and it was subsequently arranged, in communication with 
Mr. Grimley, that candidates for the examination would be required to obtain 
two-thirds of the marks ia cach paper and-subject to entitle them to be passed 
by the higher standard, and one-half marks in each paper and subject to be 
passed by the lower standard. ‘The effect of this arrangement has been to 
reduce greatly the nutaber of candidates who presented themselves for examina- 
tion as well as the proportion among them, as compared with previous results, 
who succeeded in passing at the recent examination. 

2, Theexamination was held in February and March last at Hooghly, 
Patna, Cuttack, and Sylhet. Of 92 candidates who obtained permission to appear, 
78 only went through the examination, and of these two only have fully passed 
by the higher and five by the lower standard. On the special recomuie 
however, of the Superintendent of the cxamination, the Lieutenant-Gov. mor 
is pleased to declare that two other gentlemen, who already hol appointments 
in fle Native Civil Service, viz. Moonsheo Waeiuddin Ahmud and. Moonshre 
Damreelal havo passed by the higher grade, with this condition, however, in 
the case of the latter officer, that he shall pass in law within a ycar at the 
departmental examination to be held for Assistant Collectors and others. 

3, Similarly, og the recommendation of the Superintendent of the exa- 
mination, the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to allow twelve other candidates, 
who are named in the list appended to this Resolution, to be passed condition- 
ally on their passing a year hence in the subjects in which they have failed, but 
in the meantime their certificates will be withheld from them.

Tl A dew hue of rund trom Bankoora to Taldangra, a distante of fifteen miles, b 
been opened, The road is metalled, but not bridged. 

12, Aroad from Buda to Taldangra, a distance of eleven miles, has alao been constructed. 
‘Pins rond has been worked under two estimates the first only provided for repairing the 
‘eusting 12 feet cart track, the other fur widening the road to 20 feet and metalling xt. The 
carth-work is complete, and the collection of metal is half done. ‘The consolidation for the 
last three mules hus also been flushed ‘Thi roxd greatly facilitated communication between. 
the Buda hana aud the outpost of Taldangia. 

13° The road from Uurjora to Melura, five aud a half miles in length, is but a cont 
nuation of the road from Dullubpare to Mchara ‘This would afford facalities of communication 
between the ou'post of Bury aud Melia, a place of note aud the seat of a zemindarec. 
Earth-work aud mctalling have been fimehed. 

14. The road fron’ Mehara to Mejis 1s mue miles in length, and is a continuation of 
the above tine of road. As this road 18 exposed to the back-waters of the Damovda, it wan 
not ouusidered safe to incur charges tor completing the earth-work on the first two miles until 
the exact extent of damage winch s likely to be done to the road 18 known, 

15 The road fom Behator to Burjora and on to tne Damooda, a distance of 114 mules, 

s mtended to he a railway feever to the Doorgapur Kalway Station, and is the shortest your- 
ney between this district and Caleutta There 1s a break of one mile aud a halt to complete 
the Ime of rond to the above station. As this part hes within the Burdwan dtrict. the 
Mazistrate of thut district wi, Thope, take nn eurly opportunity of completing at. Earth-work 
and cullection of metal have beeu fioished, and the work of cousulidation of metal will be 
taken in hand hereafter. 

16 The roads from Chatna to Sumumia.a distance of six miles; Susunis to Kusthola, a 
distance of exght miles, «ud Kusthoba to Mejts, a distance of suven marles, though treated ax 
three different roads, are, fact one lise of row! fou Chatua to Mejia.

as this road will be of great use to him in. we stone to Burdwan and other places 

17. ‘The last, though not the least 1 importance, 18 the road from Joyrampur to Bishen- 
pur, which ig the continuation of the line of the Panseghur road, a ralway feeder Earth-work 
has been dove for about three wiles of the road ouly, as the work was takeu m hand very 
lately. 

“18. Nothing of note in the shape of repairs was done to any of the exting roads and 
bridges further than ordinury repatra, which have put the roads, &e, 1n good order. 

19. ‘The total amouut exvended during the year im carryimg out the ubove works iy 
Re 82,26-1-9, of which Rs 67,309-13 were expended in executing new roads, &c, and 
Re, 14,959-4-9 inrepaire Of the vote) sum, Rs. 6.250 were paid to grain and Ks 76,019-1-9 
in cash, ° 

20. Besides the above sum, Rs. 65,372- 
suce been psid for works done during the year 

21. The ferry boats ou the Damooda at Mepa, on the road from Bankoora to Ranee. 
gunge, worked pretty well during the year, hut those of Dalkessur and Gundessuri did very 
badly, as usual, Better arrangements will be made during the current year 

22, ‘The toll-gates on the weveral roads of the district were mmavaged by their farmers 
an saatisfactory manner durmg the year under report. 

28. The orgency of opening different new lines of roads in the district to afford relief 
to laborers wat met by the entertainment of a separate Executive Engiuecr for this district, 
and Mr. W, B. Cbratie was appointed to open and supervise the above described numerous 
relief works. He planaed out and surveyed different new roads as promptly as there was 
vocasion for them. 

24. ‘The additional staff entertained by mo for exeoutidg these relief works were two 
superintendenta,—the services of one of whom was required throughout the period, and one 
was employed for a couple of months only. 

25. tia worthy of note here that all these works, though carried on for affording relief, 
wére executed at normal rates, 

26. ‘Taking into considération the total coat, Is. 1,47,641-14-6, at which these numerous 
works have been completed, coupled with the fact that they have so much 1mproved the 
aneans of communication of the district, it will appear that our money has beon epent to thre 
sreatest advantage. 

27, Most of the members of the Committee have taken great interest in their work 
during the year under report.

Work No £—'the culverts on the Ahmedpore and Laghotta road, twenty 1a number, 
were completed during the current year The flonds daring the year, viz. on 26th Septem- 
Ver aud 15th October, were extraordinarily hugh, but the culverts have stood very well. ‘The 
embankment on this road was constructed im the year 1866, and the erest of the embankment 
was supposed to be one foot above the highest water mark of N64. Subsequently, however, 
the height was reduced Ly one foot. 

2.” Its not casily concewable that the water level rises no high an this district from » 
cursory inspection of the country , nevertheless this embankment, which appears so high, haa 
been breached 1u three places, and lor more than a mile the water level was only two or three 
inches below the erext of the embankment. It as to be hoped that during the year funds will 
be fortheomiug for coustructing tour additional culverts on this road 

Work No. 11 —Extendnig the bridge over the Agoa Kandar khal from 3 spans of

2, ‘The total income of the district amounts to Ks, 1,80,408-8-7, and the 
Re, 1,34,968-7-10, excoeding the income by itv, 4,164-16-8, The ciroumstaness ‘which 
‘this excess expenditure was mcurred are given below, e 

8. ‘The Magistrate of Beerbhoom having reported on the )8th May 1876 that the 
‘Mullarpore road was almost complete, and that it was absolutely necessary to open anather 
relief work in that locality to keep the laboring clases of the Montewur juriediotiqn, a 
‘especually distressed tract, from starvation, I, in anticipation of the sanction of Government, 
authorized him,on the Z7th May, to draw from the treasury. the requisite. 
commencement of the roud from Kamarara to Andee, and two other works 
to give employment to the laborers near Poorunderpare and Soovol, if the feuds, ob 
Gxposal hed nearly been exhansted, or were likely to be exhausted shortly. 
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4. On the 26th Jane an application was made to Government for a further grant of 
Re, 35,000 to the district of Beerbhoom ; bat the Government, in its No. 4449—S.R, 
dated 18th July 1874, doclined to sanction any further grant, tating that as grain has been 
‘ordered to be given to the relief laborers, the cash outgoing ought to be very xmall; and the 
ynexpended belance then in the hand of the Magutrate would be sufficient to puy for 
apecial supervising establishment, and othcr expenses which cannot be met by grain payments, 
tan the commencement of these works was considered by the Magistrate to be urgently 
necessary, he drew the num of Rs. 4,164-15.8 in excess of the income of the district 
“6. The total of the annual accounts accords exactly with the aggregate of the quarterly 
extracts for 1873-74.

In the budget for the year 1874-75 a sum of Rs, 590 has beon provided simply for the 
ordinary repairs of the road and its existing bridges. No new work is to be undertaken on 
the road The estimate has been vitiated by the cyclone since, and some Rs. 1,500 of least 
will be required to rostore the road to proper repairs, ; " 

Road No, 11, trom Lodharye to Binpore —This road is oue of the most important lines of 
communication within the Jungle ‘mchals, It rane out from the old Bombay road at 
Lodhasye about st miles {rom Midnapore, and terminates at Binpore, where there is a 
police station. It iy 264 miles in length, and 18 metalled up to the 10th mile-post. 

Tu the estimate for the year under review, a sum of Re. 3,170 was provided under the 
head of original work for the construction of bridges and for metalling a portion of the road, 
Dut fur the reasons stated above the greater portion of this amount waa spent on earth-work ; 
only a pucea bridge of 3 pans each of 8 feet, which had been constructed in the 
preceding yeur up to the springing of the arch, has been finwhed.” Ghooting and laterite 
for metalliug about two miler of the road were collected, aud a aroall quantity of bricks was 
manufactured. Cost aucurred under thia head as Rx, 1,488+11- ‘ 

Under the head of repairs a sum of Rs, 4,903-6 was epent on this road during the year, 

expenditure the unmetalled portion of the road has been top-dressed and approsch 

«on both sides of the khalls which have not yet been bridged. ‘The road for 

in fength was widened ans ratsed, and tho sides of embankment were turfed 

iu places whee necessary. A wooden bridge has alo becu repaired, anid all-wood loge for 
repairing auother large wooden bridge have been purchased. . 

‘The road hus been fully bridzed up to the 18th mile. In the estimate for the year 
1874-15 the committee have allotted a sm of Re. 15,000 for completing the bridges and 
metalling the roud up to the 24th ansle, but | think it will now be necessary to divert a portign 
of the allotment to other roads injured by the cyclone of 15th October 1874. 

© Ruad No. IIL, from Dakyuri to Prritat—Thie is a branch of the above-mentioned line, 
and 1s itself an smportant Jine of communication joining Chybasea with Midnapore, It is 
74 in length, of wach about one mile 1s metalled. 

‘A pucca culvert of 1 span of 4 feet was constructed, and cortain quantity of miateriala 
collected tor the construction of another culvert at a cost of Rs, 140-1-3. 

‘The surface of the road 1m places where necessary was dressed. About 2 miles of the 
road were widened and raised, and slopes on both side of the khalls, which were not yet 
bridged, have becn cut and made easy. ‘The metalling of the first mile of the road has also 
been renewed,—cost Hs, 66¥-1-6, 

‘The budget for the year 1874-76 provides only for ordinary repairs to the road apd 
existing bridges. 

Load No. 1V, from Chunderkona to Amlagorh —This is another line of communiestion 
in the Gurbetta sub:dimsion. It connects the road No. I and its junction at Amlagorah 
with the road between Ghattal and Chunderkons, aud is 16 miles in length. 

‘Wath the expenditure of Re. 300-)4-6 mcurred on the road during the year under review, 
theroad has been top-drested throughout ita length. Earth-work and turfing, where necessary, 
were exccuted, and two bridges were thoroughly repaired. 

Like the toad No. J, this road has also suffered mach from the cyelone of the 15th 
October ‘The treee fallen on the road have already been removed, and earth-work com- 
menced to fill in the breaches aad to remedy the other injuries caused by-the oycloue, The 
Deputy Mogistrate of Gurbetta bas submittod an oatimate for Ra. 1,887 for the repaire of 
the damages. This cstimate seems heavy ; it is proposed to expend Rte. 600 provided in the 
budget of the current year in the repairs of these damages, and any farther sum that maybe 
required to complete theve repairs mght be niet from the savinge on the other roads, 

Road No. V, from Chunderkona to Gowaltore.~"This in a very important road in the 
betta sub-division for traffic betwen Ghattal and Chybaaaa, and is 16 miles in’length:. 

‘This road is fully bridged, and was in s very {air-condition before the oyclone af the 140 
October 1874. During the year under review eurface repairs to the whole of thm:tine 
were executed, and earth-wark and turfing where neoemary were donc at a gpet of 
EBs, 480-2-9, :

thoroughly repaired and partly reconstructed by the District Hogincer at a cost of 
‘Pwo other wooden bridges—vne over the Moorakhally khal, and the other ove:

‘This road has suffered mueh from the cyclone ; two of ite bridges havo been: 
-the road iteelf breached in good many places. The Deputy Magistrate of Gatbent 
witted an estimate for Ra. },729 for the repairs of the damages. These repaira wil 
out from the sums provided in the for 1873-78 ;éuy' addtional ain 
required way be drawn from the savings on the other roads.” : 
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Road No. VI, Burdwan road,—This is, too, one of the most important of the local roads 
of this district, being the straight route from Miduapore to Burdwan, It is 33 milos 2 furlongs 
tn length, of which i mile 2 furlongs is within the municipal jorisdictiou of the wwa 
of Midnapore. 

‘The rosd i y 
review a further length of about 24 miles of the rod bax been metalled by the District Enzmeer. 
Ghooting to the extent of 8,100 cubic feet for metalling a portion of the 2rd and 2ith mle 
‘wes collected and stacked on the road-side, and bricks, 119,000 in number, wore manufactured 
for the construction of a large bridge at Kamarbundi on the 27th mile, and a pucea culvert of 
1 span of 4 feet on the 28th mile of the rosd. 

‘One paced bridge of 8 spans each of 10 feet was completed from the springing of ats 
arches, and another pucca calvert of 1 spah of 4 feet was also constructed. A pucea culvert 
“of 1 spam of & feet, which wae built last year, has been thoroughly plastered this year. All 
the above-mentioned works come under the head of original work. 

Metalling of more than 84 miles of the road has been renewed by giving a Jayer of 
iaterite two imobes in thickneer over a breadth of 12 feet. The crest of the unmetalied 

ion 8f the road about 13 miles in length has been dressed off. ‘The embankment of the 
food, pearly 17 miles in length, has been thoroughly repaired, widened, and ramed and side 
slopes were turfed. Bouudary bund on both sides of the road showing the extent of lund 
belonging to the road has also been constructed throughout the suid length and trees planted 
on both sides of the road bave been reared throaghout the year. The approach rosd ou 
both sides of the Temobani river interecting the road on ihe 17th mile have also been 
made. 

‘The committee hare sllotted only a eum of Rs, 1,100 for the annual repates of theroad 
and its existing bridges, but the road has suffered much by the ¢yclone of the 15th October 
lost, ‘The metailing of the 24 unles of the road executed by the District Engineer has beea 
washed away iu parte, the road has been breached in good many places, and some of the 
bridges have also been damaged. The estimate of the cyclone repairs amounts to He 4.160, 
All te above damages are to be repaired ths year aod a timber bridge. with maxoory pers 
and wing walle will be constructed over the Kamarbandi hal on the 27th mile of the road. 

Road No VII, Nosdak road—Thve road’ branches off from’ the imperial road to 
Oolooberris and ends at Nandah, It isa short, but very useful line. Noadah as the well 
known seat of sugar manufacture in the district, aud is 34 mules in length, 1 mile of 
which is metalled. 

‘In the budget for the your 1873-74 sum of Re. 1,000 was provided for manufacturing 
bricke for metalling the remaining portion of the road, but the work way deferred to some 
other year en account of famine end the amount spent on other roads in rehef work ule 
‘a oum of Ra. 40 Ind out on the road durmg the year in question in widening about 2 
miles of the road and raining the same portion in places where necesnary. 

In the budget for the present year provisions have been made to widen and raise the 
remuiring portion of the road ; the estimate for repairing the damages caused by the eyclutie 
Fromly Re.'30. The metalling of the frat mile of the road t« alvo to be repuired. 

Koad No. VIII, from Beldah to Contai—Thie road runs from Contat to Beldah, where 
it meets the Grand Trunk Road to Cuttack, and is the only line of communication between 
Contai and Midpapore. It is 35 miles 2 furlongs in length. 

‘During the year under review the whole of the line has heen top-dressed and the roed 
from the 36th mile up to the 23nd mile bas been raised and widened in places where 
necessary. ‘Two pucea culverts, which were ma di tate, were dismantled and partly 
reconstructed ; nine bridges of the line have heen repaired and white-washed i 

‘The ghooting collected last year for metalling the portion of the road ranung throogh 
the Baleghai Bazar has been apread and consolidated ; cost incurted on these wurks 1 
RBs. 1,268.15, : 

‘Phe cyclone of the 15th October last bas caused considerable damages to the road. 
‘The inepaction bungalow at Egrah ou the 17th mile of the road lias been quite destroved. 
and the eattankwent of the road has been preatly injured. During the current coss seat 
‘the damaages desoribed above will have to be repaired, and the incomplete bridges to he 


‘Boad No. 1X, Section I, from Contai to Tumlook, Kelinugger Section—This is the road 
vetwoen Cemai and Tumlonk; it begins vear Comtai at the junetivn with the dik rsd to 
x . he Whole Hine from Contai to Tunlook m 88 mils 3 furlongs iu length, of 
which 18 iniles are in the Contai sub-division and the reat in the Tumlook sub-division.
